The Miners Disperse on the Ap- 
pearance of the Military.

Work Resumed in the Abbey and Other Mines 
This Mornings-The Militia--Scenes With 
the Soldier Boys Dusing the Night-- 
Twenty-Five Arrests. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLLINSVILLE, May 26.—Mob law on the 
Vandalia Line is at an end for the present. 
At the usual hour, 6:30 a. m., the whistles 
blew for the men to descend into the pits, 
and the ninety-five laborers brought out from 
East St. Louis on a special train, together 
with the forty resident operators of ma- 
chines, the engineers, firemen, cartmen, etc., 
went down the shafts of Abbey mines three 
and four, and at 7 o’clock resumed work as 
though nothing had happened. Word comes 
from the Confidence and Troy mines that 
the men* have gone into the pits. 
The Collinsville Coal Company 
has resumed work. in the Hentz bluff. At 
six o'clock last evening every coal mine on 
the vandalia Line between East St. 
Leuis and Troy, was closed and 
practically in possession of a drunk- 
en mob of armed men, ready to pro- 
ceea to deeds of destruction and violence, if 


one among them dared assume the leader- 
ship. At six o’clock this morning steam was 
up in the mines from East St. Louis to Troy. 
Workmen who had been driven from their 
posts atthe muzzle of the revolver, stood 
ready, dinner buckets in hand, to go below 
and dig the dusky diamonds. 
The drunken, howling, armed ‘mob 
which had held sway for three days, was not 
visible to the naked eye. ‘The presence of 
two companies of militia, a mere handful, 
only ninety-six of them altogether, had 
wrought the change.

revious tothe arrivalof the soldiery. It 
as «|Clbeen~= ss decided = after consultation 
between all the parties in interest, the 
mob excepted, that the best manner in 
which to proceed is to issue warrants against 
twenty-five or thirty of ihe men who were 
conspicuous in the raids of ‘Thursday morn- 
ing, and prosecute them for conspiracy. 
These warrants are being prepared, and will 
be served this afternoon by the Sheriffs of 
he two counties, the militia being held 
timply to come to the front should the eiviL 
process be resis 
My dispatch of yesterday closed with the 
announcement that Gov. Hamilton had or- 
dered such of the Fifth Regiment L. 
j as Col. J. H. Barkley, com- 
manding, also on the ground as 
the special agent of the Governor might des- 
ignate, to come at once to the mob-ridden 
drstrict. The news was received about 3 
o’clock. Col. Barkley called upon the Ed- 
wardsville and Taylorville companies to 
march at once, and notified the Virden and 
Decatur companies to expect marching or- 
ders. About this time,flushed with beer and 
their success in having closed up the Conti- 
dence and Troy mines, themob of 250, which 
had walked out of Collinsville early in the 
morning, began to straggle back at first, and 
then a solid body of 150, carrying thick blud- 
geons,and minus the beer kegs which consti- 
tuted part of theirequipment in the morning, 
came down the railroad track, and marched 
up to the town, defiantly cheering the 
Abbey mine. I have often noticed that coal- 
miners have an Indian’s love for pow-wows. 
During astrike they hold anywhere from 
twoto six conferences daily. * One would 
suppose that having been together all day, 
they had discussed the situation thoroughly, 
but on their return they must needs havea 
mass meeting in a hall over a beer saloon. I 
passed through a long line of scowling 
faces, to the portal of the hall, to be told 
that “No reporters were wanted; 
tnat - they were, as a rule, 
a lot of unmentionables, and that 2,000 
minersin the district would see thatthe 
bread is not taken out of their mouths by 
scabs and machines.” Of course I retired. 
While this meeting was in progress informa- 
tion was carried into the hall that the entire 
Fifth Regiment was on the march to Collins- 
ville, and that the Governor had telegraphed 
to the Colonel commanding: ‘Protect life, 
property and nren who wish to work.” This 
looked very much like busjness, and was the 
subject of anxious consultation.

The 
result was that along about 4 o’clock 
groups numbering from four to twelve 
began to straggle outof town. A couple 
of freight trains were boarded by some of 
the men. The Caseyville men started west 
over the Vandalia track, and were swinging 
along at a good gait, when Deputy Sheritt 
Langham, who is detailed for duty at Collins- 
ville, returned from a picnic being held threé 
miles from town, Where he had been enjoy- 
ing himself. Mr. Crandall had marked sey- 
eral of the St. Clair county rioters, whom he 
desired to arrest in Madison county. ‘They 
were members of the Caseyville party, and 
as the dividing line between the two coun- 
ties is but a half mile distant, he hastily 
jumped into his buggy, took Langham 
with bim, and -started in hot pursuit. 
Some strikers loitering in a little Bohemian 
park saw Mr. Crandall and the officer dash 
past, and divined their purpose. One of 
them ran out on to the track and fired a pis- 
tol straight in the air, and gave a strange 
kind of a yell. The pedestrian party halted. 
The man from the park then made some pe- 
culiar moevments with his arm, whereupon 
the pedestrians faced about and broke into 
a sharp trot over the cross-ties, and disap- 
peared around a curve in theroad. The bug-

back to No. 3, meeting more of their strikers 
on their way out of the county. The hegira 
continued towards the four points of the 
compass. A dozen men, hardly able to walk, 
got aboard the St. Louis accommodation 
after purchasing tickets. They contented 
themselves by leaning from the car win- 
dows, shaking their fists and yelling as they 
passed the five mines of the Abbey com- 
pany. A courier rode in at five 
o’clock with news that the 
Edwardsville militia were approaching. I 

ined a party that went out to meet them. 

@ joined about fifty of the members of the 
late mob on the road. No words were ex- 
changed, but the scowl! from the pedestrians 
was not wanting. Swinging along likesvet- 
erans fully equipped for a long stay in the 
field, we met a fine body of young men, who 
have done the State some service. They 
were on the war-path for six weeks during 
the troubles of 1881, but veteranized during 
the great railroad strike of 1877. They were 
in command of Second:Lieutenant ‘Truitt, 
but were joined during the night by their 
captain, Fahnestock,who was at Waterloo,on 
the Cairo Short Line, when be learned that 
hig company had been ordered out, and who 
had to drive some imiles and ride on two 
railroads to reach the seat of war. 

TUK BOYS 

just reached the Collinsville depot when the 


impending tempest broke in all its fury. 


There was a lull aftera half hour, and the 
company formed and marched towards mine 
No. 4, being overtaken when half way by the 
second edition of the storm, which was even 
more severe than the first. They arrived at 
the boarding sheds of the company thorough- 
ly drenched. The road over which they 
marched was of a sticky, tenacivus clay, 
and one young man who had 
dropped his yardstick to take up his Rem- 
ington, mourned the loss of a cloth-topped 
low-quartered shoe. Supper was awaiting 
them, and they fell to with a will, the spirits 
of youth prevailing nothwithstanding the 
uncomfortable surroundings. ‘The company’s 
cook, Johnson, had, on two hours’ notice, 
setupa mea! of ham, beef, potatoes, eggs 
and coffee for the entire party. Col. Bark- 
ley established headquarters at the store- 
house of the company, and proceeded at once 
tu see that pickets were posted. Sentinels 
were piaced at every vantage, the railroad 
track was put under double guard, and de- 
tails were made for mine No. 3, and at 
the Henty biutf. An engine with steam up, 
lay with two cars ona side track ready to 
convey tne entire force of militia, watch- 
men, sheriff’s posse, and trusted employes 
of the company to any point where danger 
threatened. The colonel commanding 
placed his forces conditionally under the 
sheriffs of the two counties. 
THE RAIN POURED IN TORRENTS, 
and the night was pitchy dark. A pass 
word was given out, and strict instructions 
given tuo allow no one to pass the lines not in 
possession of it. In my _  .explorations on 
horseback a sentry demanded that I dis- 
wount, to give him the countersign. I got 
off reluctantly, and had just 
whispered the name of Illinois’ Gov- 
ernor in the Spartan soldier's ear 
when the horse, with disregard of the 
situation, dashed off into the darkness. In 
making my way back to headquarters, not 
being provided with a light, 1 fell intoa 
yawning abyss, and alighted on a brush-pile 
three feet from the surface. It seemed to 
me that I fell two miles, and a horrifying 
vision of a coal-shaft, through which 1 was 
descending to instant death, wili ever cling 
to me. roceeding further I ran into a 
civilian who was also lust. He was a Strate- 
gist, and suggested that we wander about 
until we ran across a Sentinel, refuse to give 
the countersign and thus be put under arrest 
ahd taken to the guard-house. The plan 
worked like a charm, barring a _ re- 
turn to the  obrust-filled ditch, and 
another - horrifying fall into the infinite. 
When headquarter: were reached and we 
were released from custody by the good- 
natured colonel, with an admonition to 
beware of bayonets, it was to learn that 
GREAT EXCITEMENT PREVAILED OVER 
THE NEWS 

that the train bring the Taylorville company 
had been ditched on the Wabash road. ‘lhe 
first theory was that the strikers at Staun- 
ton had done the work, and I see that the 
morning papers speak of a ‘diabolical at- 
tempt to wreck a train.” Later information 
was to the effect that the wrecked train was 
stock train running in advance of the special 
transporting the soldiers, had fallen through 


a bridge ten miles east of Staun- 
ton, and wrecked sixteen cars. 
There is nothing to connect 
the strikers with the accident. 


The bridge was probably weakened by the 
freshet, and the element of ‘“‘diabolism”’ 
seems lacking. The soldiers’ train was backed 
to Litchfield junction, and went to East St. 
Louis over the L. & St. L. R. R., and did not 
reach here untilila.m. The train consisted 
of box-cars. There were fifty fine-looking 
young men, and they were accompanied by 
the meager of the regiment. ‘They marched 
through the woods in the rain, but were 
cheered by a warm supper. The colonel then 
threw out additional pickets. A.breeze was 
created at §wo o’clock by the report of an 
emotional employe that he had heard voices 
under the trestle on the switch to mine No. 4, 
plotting the wrecking,of the ‘laylorville 
train, 

A squad of men were sent to guard the 
trestle. They heard no suspicious sounds. 
At nine o’clock about fifty of the strikers 
came down and stood in the driving rain on 
a switch off the company’s grounds. They 
remained until twelve o’clock earnestly dis- 
cussing the situation in low tones. ‘The the- 
ory of the authorities was that the with- 
drawal of the strikers from the vicinity was 
only a feint, and that a general attack might 
be expected at any minute. ‘The strikers 
had threatened at Confidence during the 
day to put two thousand men in the field if 
militia were called out. 

IT WAS AN ANXIOUS NJGHT, 

take it allinall. The militia Were quartered 
in the boarding-house of the absent miners, 
and although somewhat suspicious of the 
blankets all but the very sensitive slept well 
on their cots. At four o’clock this morning 
an employe gave the alarm that the strikers 
were assembling at Bethel bridge, midway 
between Nos. 2and3. Astrong detail was 
at once sent to that point, only to find that a 
guard mouut had been mistaken for the gath- 
ering of the mob. Tne morning dawned 
bleak and gray, and the militia were up be- 
time. At half-past five o’clock the special train 
bringing the men who were to go to work in 
the machine mines arrived. The ninety men 
were breakfasted, and those consigned to du- 
ty in No, 3 were escorted to that place by ten 
soldiers. The utter absence of strikers was 
a source of astonishment. Not one was seen 
in the neighborhood of the railroad tracks. 
Scouts were sent up town and learned that 
during the night all the men residents had 
decamped. It is now thought that they have 
gone to Marrissa, where is located the only 
mine that has notclosed down. Sheriff's 

ysses have been sent to Confidence and 
Troy. .Colonel Barkley believes that the 
other machine mines will start up Monday, 
and that the scenes at the Abbey mines will 
repeated. ‘The Colonel will keep the militia 
in the field until all trouble is at-an end. 
Deputy-Sheriff Ragland, who is well ac- 
quainted with the miners, hazards the opin- 
ion that the strike will be atanend by next 
Tuesday. ‘The operators do not refuse 
the 24% cents per bushel, but it is the condi- 
tion imposed by the union. Mr. Wicklilfe, 
of the Hentz bluff, said to-day: ‘‘We can 
never consent to a pit committee running 
our business. The union wants us to pay 
the wages and sell the coal, but allow them 
torun themine. In other words are we to 
act as their agents simply.” ‘The machine 
mine miners, simply and totally refuse to 
recognize the authority of the Miners 
Union, as they employ no miners whatever.

ARTHUR WANTS HARMONY. 


The Real Object of His Visit to New 
York, 
By Telegraph to the Post«Dispatch. 

New York, May 26.—A Washington 
special tothe World says: It is whispered 
in political circles here that the President’s 
trip to New Yorkis fora more important 
purpose than to take partin the opening of 
the Brooklyn bridge, or to aid 
in Decoration Day ceremonies. The 
real business to be accomplished is said 


to be the formation of a political compact 
with the New York half breed leaders, by 
which itis hoped to create a working union 
for the campaign of 1884. It is said that 
overtures have lately been nade by White- 
law Reid on the one side and the President 
on the other, which will probably result in 
a combination of some sort, or at least in an 
effort forsuch a combination. But little of 
the details has come to the surface here, but 
report says that thus far, while Reid has 
shown a willingness to be 
REASONABLY FORGIVING, 

the real overtures for recon- 
ciliation have come from 
the President. It is understood that little 
hy seth wa been made in the matter when 
the Presiden: left here, but that it was ex- 
pected that a meeting wuuld be had between 
Reid and the President, and probably, later 
on, between others. The basis of the agree- 
ment is expected to be a liberal distribution 
of office tween the two wings of the par- 
ty, and an arrangement by which the Trib- 
une. will support the President and shout for 
him in 1884. The Staiwa-ts bere are inclined 
to believe that there is some trrth in the sto- 
ry. One of them, in conversation with 
the World correspondent to-day, said that 
he had heard the story of the combination, 
and while he did not know how far the plan 
might be carried out his information as to 
the project and intentions of the parties was 
thoroughly trustworthy.

MYSTERIOUS POISONING, 


A Whole Family Take Sick After Din- 
ner--One Child Dies, 
By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 26.—Mrs. Elizabeth Mce- 
Claren, who keeps a boarding-house for 
workingmen at 11 Ward street, Paterson, 
bought a large piece of beef at J. Yunker’s 
butcher shop, 55 Market street, Wednesday 
morning. It was of the leg just below the 
round, and was received the night before by 
Yunker from Fullerton & Robinson, butch- 
ers, to whom it was sent from Chicago. Of 
a part of it she made a pot-pie for dinner. 
Soon after dinner her children were taken 
sick with violent retching and peretey. 
Presently her hgisband came home from his 
work exhibiting the same symptoms, and 
shortly afterward William Black, one of the 
boarders, also came home sick. Dr. Stewart 
pronounced it a case of poisoning, and said 
the symptoms were more like those of arse- 
nic than of any other ison. He sent 
some of the meat to the Health Inspector, 
Dr. Newton, for examination. The whole 
family, together with Biack, remained sick 
all of Wednesday night and Thursday fore- 
nooh, when all recovered partly except two 
of Mrs. McClaren’s sons and William Black. 
One of her sons, John, aged six, 

DIED 

about two o’clock yesterday morning. Black 
died an hour afterward. The meat was 
brought from the shop to the house by Mrs. 
McCiaren herself and was not out of her 
sight at any time. ‘The flour she had used in 
making the dinner, as well as the baking 
owder and salt and curry, were all out of 
ots from which some had been 
previously used without harm to 
the family. One theory is that 
Wm. Black, who was himself a victim, pei- 
soned the dinner. Some of the nei hbors 
say they frequently heard him ony t he 
would commit suicide some day. They also 
say that he had a quarrel with Mrs. Mc- 
Claren. Mrs. McClaren denies this.

NARROW ESCAPE. 


Twenty Sailors Shipwrecked ona 
De solate Island. 


Capt. Morrison Tells the Story of the Loss of 
the Ship Oracle--Living Among Savages 
«-A Captain Who Was Afraid of Pirates-= 
The Rescue. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 26.—Capt. Samuel H. 
Morrison, of the ship Oracle of this port, 
arrived here onthe steamer Acapuico from 
Aspinwall. He brings a memorable tale of 
maritime disaster, embracing the loss of his 
ship ongthe rocks of Cape Horn, . 
the experience of his crew during 
a fortnight spentona desolate island, tho 
sufferings of himself and party in an open 
boat, and finally the rescue of all hands by 
two vessels. The Oracle sailed from San 
Francisco for New York on January 18 with 
a full cargo of grain. She was astaunch and 
well-found vessel in all respects, her register 
being 15,000 tons and her crew twenty-five 
officers and men. The voyage 

OPENED FAVORABLY. 

Northerly winds prevailed for nine days, 
and on February 6 the line was crossed just . 
three degrees east of Pitcain Island, famed 


for the remarkable colony founded there in 
1790 by the mutineers of the unty. Vari- 
able winds followed until Ma#th 3, whena 
series of northeast gales set in, veering grad- 
ually tothe northwar@ From this time on 
the wind kept increasing in foree until with- 
in a few hours of the loss of the ship. The 
morning of the 6th was ominous of disaster. 
The wind was southwest by south, 
blowing with great force. The 
sea rose mountains high and constantly 
broke over the vessel, fillimg the deck up to 
the rail, so that a portion of the bulwark had 
to be cutaway forward. One great wave de- 
molished the wheel-house; another the cabin 
skylights. ‘The men were obliged to cling for 
life to the rigging, but one man lost his hold 
and was swept away. He was Richard Ma- 
son, a good seaman. ‘The situation of the 
ship was critical. The cabin was full of wa- 
ter, and no man could go aloft to shorten 
sail. At midnight on the 7th land was seen 
on the lee quarter, and about the same time 
THE WEATHER 

began to moderate. ‘The stay sails were set, 
but were at once blown from the rigging. 
Then the fore-topmast-staysail and storm- 
spanker were set and the vessel gathered 
headway. Had there been daylight, the 
cdptain thinks, he might have got safely 
out through Franklin Sound, but he was 
obliged to take some chances while search- 
ing for an anchorage. Presently land was 
seen again on the weather-bow, and the cur- 
rent was so rapid that it was difficult of 
management. At last the vessel drove into 
the breakers and struck heavily on a half- 
tide rock. ‘The anchor was let go and the 

umps started to keep her from 

lling and slipping oif the ledge, ‘The boats, 
four in number, were hoisted out and provi- 
sions, cooking utensils, instruments and a 
chart were lowered into them. Then all 
hands entered them and rowed ashore. The 
stores wére landed and the crew started to 
return to the wreck for more supplies. Be- 
fore they could reach it, it sank out of signt. 
The captain soon ascertained by observa- 
tion that 

HE WAS ON HERSCHEL ISLAND, 
a rocky desolate strip some five miles long 
by one and a half in_ width. 
There was not a trace of human life, and not 
even a seal was visible along the shore. It 
was found that the provisions amounted to 
five barrels of bread and an assortment of 
canned goeds enough together for three 
weeks, or with great economy for a month. 
Two tents were erected with sails from the 
wreck. ‘The stores were placed in that re- 
served for the officers, and kept under con- 
stant guard, and a regular allowance for 
each man was allotted, limited of 
course. All hands were in good health. 
The captain, knowing that the islands in 
these latitudes are often visited by sealing 
schooners,at once began a thorough explora- 
tion of then. Every day an island was vis- 
ited tothe number of eight in all, but no 
traces of civilized men were found. Indian 
huts were seen, however, along all the low 
sandy coves, but only on one island, Wollas- 
ton, were any inhabitants encountered. 
There were living wretched two families 
of natives inthe lowest state of barbarism. 
They wore no clothing save a single sealskin 
@ach, which 
THEY SHIFTED 
from time to time so as to cover the part 
of their bodies most exposed to the wind. 
These people, though living on mussels, ber- 
ries and fish caught with the hand, showed 
every disposition to aid the cast-aways, giv- 
ing them a quantity of berries. The cap- 
tain advised his men not to use these except 
in extremity, but he rewarded the givers 
with some superfluous clothing he had in his 
boats. Men and women alike put on trous- 
ers, generally with the back in front, to the 
great amusemént of the sailors. The mate 
put up a mark for one of the men to 
hurl a § stone at from a _strin 
which was the only offensive weapon o 
these people. The fellow. who had his new 
arments missed the mark. Then he burst 
into a rage, and, peeling off the encumber- 
ances with marvelous haste, he discha a 
succession of missiles at the mark, hitting it 
every time with the accuracy of a C moor 
man. After nine days at Herschel Isiana 
in the vain search for sailors, Capt. Morri-

The Ozar’s Manifesto to His Peo- 
ple on His Coronation.

THE TONQUIN EXPEDITION. 

Paris, May 26.—An official telegram from 
Tonquin states Captain Riviere, commander 
of the French forces at Tonquin, was killed 
while making a sortie from Fort Hanoi and 
that Captain Devillers was dangerously 
wounded. General Bonet has been ordered 
from Saigon to take the place of Captain 
Riviere. 


Germany. 

Lonpon, May 26.—The Cologne Gazette 
published an article which attracts much 
attention, pointing out that Germany, Aus- 
tria and Italy can muster 1,318 battalions of 
infantry, 740gquadrons of cavalry, and 4,464 
field guns, while the forces of France and 
Russia amount to §,339 battalions of in- 
fantry, 620 squadrons of cavalry and 4,540 
field guns; but, it says, the last two States 
can only operate with divided forces. The 
tripartite alliance can thus outweigh the 
whole remainder cof Europe.

°A BOMBSHELL. 


Church Circles Much Exercised 
Over an Anonymous 
Pamphlet. 


The Paid Church Choir System Violently At- 
tacked—Scathing Denunciations of Salaried 
Singers—A Terrible Charge Brought 
Against a St. Louis Minister. 


A pamphlet of over one hundred pages, 
entitled, ‘“‘The Paid Choir System Self-Con- 
demned,”’ has been circulating among church 
people for the last day or two, and has 
caused considerable excitement, The book 
is very unpretentious, is bound in 
common yellow paper, but parts of it 
contain pieces of sarcasm and a story or two 
about prominent ministers, which make very 
interesting reading. The author carefully 
conceals his name, but he writes like a man 
who is well posted in everything except 


the rules of English grammar, 
some of the sentences being 
fearfully and wonderfully made. 


in the preface it is stated that the book is 


written to kill off the paid choir system 
which “is aseathing and bilighting curse in 
every sense of the word to true religious 
principles”; that some ministers would re- 
tuse to preach in a church where the abomi- 
nation was tolerated, and that there is only 
one minister in the city who heartiiy 
indorses the system, and that he is a man 
who “‘neglected to go to see a lady member 
of his ehurch in needy circumstances, 
whose husband was at the point of death, 
in a distant State without hopes of recovery, 
after having beeo notified of the facts seyv- 
eral times.”” The first argument is that the 
Chureh has no right to pay a wicked or un- 
couverted person to become a leader in the 
worship of Goud. The heading of the first 
ehapter reads: “Irreligious Psalm Singers 
Worse than Annanias and Sapphira.’”’ 
THE ANONYMOUS AUTHOR 

goes on tu say that wany seem to think 
they can hire whomseover they may 
think proper to sing in their churches, 
all classes and grades, even the weak and 
tie irreligious. As a proof of this, it is said 
that one of the daily papers stated recentiy 
that some of the choir singers are holding 
back from engaging themselves ia order to 
hire themselves to’the highest bidder for the 
coming year. This shows, the pamphlet 


states, that the singers have 
no concern about the faith of 
the church in which they sing, but 


‘the consideration which governs them is 
money, and nothing else.”” Now all religion 
is based on the faith ‘of the person engaged 
in worship.” Butthe argument goes on to 
show that the singers are engaged in wor- 
ship, and that they are frequently persons 
who have beeu induced to leave their own 
church to go into other churches and render 
aservice that will be conducive to God’s 
giory, simply fora movetary consideration. 
The subject of Cathoiics singing in Protest- 
ant churches is taken up, and the statement 
is made that Catholics teach that all persons 
not in their church cannot possibly be saved. 
“And yet members of that church are paid to 
come into Protestant churcnes and worship 


God in a way that, they firmly be- 
lieve, is leading those with whom 
they are associated down to hell.” 


Lhe old story is told of the Catholic young 
lady who sing, in a Protestant church, and 
when her mother was asked whether she 
had turned Protestant, the ladv replied, 
“Why no. She goes to mass every Sunday 
morning before going there to sing.” ‘This 
is used to prove that Catnclics believe they 
cannot worship anywhere outside their own 
cuurch. and the pamphlet continues. 4 ‘‘But, 
as is generaily known, after going to mass, 
they (Catholics) think they have the 
privilege of going toa picnic orany other 
kind of frolic on the Sabbath day, and doubt- 
ess they look upon their sham worship in a 
Protestant church with no more faith’ nor 
concern, nor consider it any more acceptable 
to God than would a theatrical entertain- 
ment at the same time and place and for the 
saine people.” 

‘This statement is probably intended to be 
severe and is certainly ungrammatical, but 
in neither quality dues it come up to the fol- 
lowing, which is given as a sample of the 
soliloquy of a Catholic singerin a Protestant 
Chureh: ‘These poor deluded creatures are 
on their way to Hell, and all the money I 
can get from them by singing a few songs 
for them will help me along just that much. 
I know does notaccept these 
songs as a religious service, 
but, so faras lam concerned, I have per- 
formed my religious duties at the only true 
church, as I had justas well spend a few 
hours on the Sabbatd in a Protestant church 
ina pleasant way, and at the same time 
make $10 by doing s0, as for the Christian 
Brothers to take the boys under their charge 
out on the cominons and spend severa 
hours playing base ball Sunday afternoons, 
neither of which the priests condemn us for 
and must be all right after we have per- 
iormed our Christian duties in our own 
ehurch.”’

CHESTER KRUM’'S ABSENCE, 


No Clue to His Whereabouts--The Story 
of His Veparture. 

No new developments have come to light 
concerning the mysterious disappearance or 
whereabouts of Judge Chester H. Krum. The 
Sveetator of to-day publishes the following 
account of his departure: On the afternoon 


of the 26th of April, he went to his home on 
Locust and told his wife he was going to 
Chicago, and that he would take his valise 


with the ordinary amount of linen in it. 
There wis uothing startlmg in an 
announcement of this kind, and 

rs. Kyum proceeded to make 


such preparations for his departure as were 
necessary. As he was ready to leave the 
house he turned back and said he believed 
he would take a trunk, which he packed 
himself, saying he might be gone longer than 


he expected. When he was_ ready 
to start the second time he _  or- 
dered a carriage and asked Mrs. 


Krum and the children, seven in ail, to go 
witn him to the depot. ‘This was something 
he had never done before, and Mrs. Krum 
was struck by it, as she also was by his 
unusual tenderness in saying good-by to her 
and the children. That was on Thursday 
evening. ‘lhe following Friday he was seen in 
Chicago, and on ‘Tuesday of the next week 
he took dinner at the Albemarle House, 
New York, his name being written on the 
register in a scrawling hand, quite unlike his 
reguiar signature. Since that time up to 
this writing there have come no tidings of 
Judge Krum. His brother-in-law, Mr. 
Hugh McKittrick, of the firm 
of Crow, Hargadine & Co. went 
to New York, but he wrote back that he 
could find no trace of the missing man, and 
that he feared he had either gone abroad or 
committed suicide. All this, coupled with 
the fact that Judge Krum mortgaged his 
houseliold furniture for $600 the day before 
he left, proves conclusively that this is not 
an accidental disappearauce.

Deadly Weapons Worn by Tod- 
dling Infancy and Tottering 
Old Age. . 


The Pistol in the School Room—Clergymen 
Who Carry Guns—The Gussies who Create 
Consternation in Picnic Parties with Their 
Nickle-Plated Revolvers—Reckless Sale of 
the Dangerous Inventions. 


“It’s the old song,” said a Third District 
police officer, “raising a cry about the 
stable door after the horse isstolen. If a 
hotel or theater is burned up there is a hur- 
rah about fire escapes; ifa man is shot dowa 
on the streets, the publie sends upa wail 
about carrying concealed weapons. There 
is no use in trying to reach any appreciable 
result in this manner, while every 
map woman and chiid ig the community 
can walk into a gun-store and buy a pop for 
anytiing from $1 25 to $25 or $30. The deal- 
ers in fire-arms will tell you they sell weap- 
ons to all comers and have no legal restrice 
tions placed upon their business. They fill 
their show-windows with gay-looking instru- 
ments of death, and invite the attention of 


the youth of the land to ‘billies,’ brass 
knucks, bull-dog revolvers, ‘of the pattern 
used by Guiteau, the assassin of Gartield,’ 
which sell for $250, and long Colt’s six- 
shooters that look like murderous mitrail- 
leuses. If people want to put an end to 
carrying concealed weapons they must not 
expect the police to rifle the pockets of the 
community to ascertain who is and who is 
not armed, but a stringent law sheuld be 
passed regulating the sale of these articles.’’ 

The officer is very probably right. ‘The 
Post-DispaTcd reporter writing this arti- 
cle can recall seyeral interviews had a short 
time ago with 

DEALERS IN FIRE- ARMS, 

who declared their willingness to provide 
everybody, from infancy up to old age, with 
pistols, knives, slung-shots or anything else 
they called. for, providing they had 
the money to pay for the same, 
In the same connection the statement was 
made that probabiy three out of twenty 
males owned and adorned their hip pockets 
with deadly weapons of some kind. ‘The 
slung-shot and knucks are affectedgnow only 
by the not numerous class of crimina 
known as Sand-baggers. ‘The revolver is the 
supremely pre-eminent weapon of this sec- 
tion of the century. Itis worn by all kinds 
of people. There are a half-dozen clergymen 
whofhave the rear suspender buttons of 
their pantaloons weighed down with the 
improved shooting irons, Coilege professors 
and ordinary school teachers carry arsenals 
in their clothes, and are no _ better 
provided, in this line, as a 
usual thing, than some of the young ideas 
they are expected to teach how to shoot. 
The female wielder of the ferrule has often 
found the youth witha revolver a source of 
much annoyance in her @lass. They tell a 
story about a public school teacher who 
nearly created a panic in the building when 
informed that one of herchildren was in 
possession of a pistol. She danced and 
pranced around in mortal terror of an explo- 
sion or earthquake for ten minutes, and 
when the little fellow put the weapon on his 
desk screamed and leaped around asif the 
thing were a mouse, At last she sent for 
the principal, and while he was 
en route to the room she held her 
handkerchief over the front door of the muz- 
zle to hold the bullet in, as she explained, in 
case of accident. When the principal came 
he handled theiron like anold plainsman 
and kept it until the lad’s father called to 
claim it, It was the father’s property and 
the little fellow having found it lying around 
loose carried it_toschool and might have 
layed Buffalo Bill or Jesse James with it 
o not the teacher made the discovery 
which came near sending her into hysterics.

DIME-NOVEL DESPERADOISM. 

To own a pistol is one of the earliest as- 
pirations of boyhood, and next to owning 
it childish ambition runs largely to handling 
it carelessly. Ignoratce of the fact that the 
machine is loaded often sends an angel or 
two skyward on the wings of a lurking bul- 
let, and other little eccentricities on the part 
of irresponsible cartridges and treacherous 
triggers keep the papers filled with the awful 
story of deadly accident and bloody crime. 

Fire-arms belong, as a regular thing, to the 
law-breaking class; still it is a peculiar fact 
that fire-arms are seldom found on these 
people when the police take them into ecusto- 


dy. In nine cases out of ten a _ crook 
will not be provided with a 
weapon. But let the officers of the 


law pick up a poor tradesman on one of his 
sprees, catch a dry-goods clerk with a little 
too much beer in him, ora college student 
outona ees and the chances are all in 
favor of hkuling a _ 45-calibre revolver 
from under his coat-tails. The middle class, 
and those who have nothing to lose but their 
lives, should highwaymen stop them in the 
street, surround themselves with dangerous 
and villainous inventions for killing people. 
What is more curious than all the other 


features of the pistol-carrving and _life- 
taking business put together is_ this, 
that murder almost always follows 


on the heels of a festivity or rises red cloaked 
intne midst of some enjoyment to mar it 
with misery. The killing of Jonn Horne by 
Otto Dierberger will forever stain the mem- 
ory of the ‘Thursday night celebration in 
honor of Queen Victoria for those who par- 
ticipated in it. ‘his instance is mentioned 
only because itis freshest in the minds of 
the people hereabouts. During the past few 
years picnics and other occasions meant only 
to be joyful have witnessed the 
WANTON TAKING OF LIFE, 

and these bloody occurrences must all 
be referred to the reckless’ sale of 
and general hankering after deadly weapons. 
The police wil! tell you unblushingly, ana 
they know it to beso,that among the steam- 
boat loads and trainsful of pleasure-seekers 
who go out of the city on summer Sundays, 
under the auspices of the Dodier Street 
Dudes’ Social Civcle or the Rosy-nosed 
Serenaders' Club, dozens of the downy- 
chinned young men have revolvers loaded to 
the guardsin their gsaveyard pockets, and 
are prepared to empty the weapons into the 
air or around the ears of shrieking girls and 
fainting wowen. There is always a certain 
quanity of beer requisite to such a demon- 
stration, but it ig easily had and the hair- 
raising result never fails. ‘The 
same Wild and ecstatic nature that leads @ 
dry-goods clerk to wear tight pants and red 
neckties prompts him to spend his first sav- 
ings for a nickel-piated pistol, and when 
he’s gotit the world must know something 
about the matter, even if biood is spilied in 
the balling of it. Accidents and crimes are 
absurdly begotten in this way. Prevention 
is ten thousand times more valuable than 
any quantity of punishment that follows, 
and ii the Police Department cared to do a 
zood thing for the city and destroy a grow- 
ing and already widespread evil, it might 
send a squad of men down to the wharf 
or over to the depot some fine Sab 
bath inorning when a large piecnie party 
is starting out and quietly take into custody 
ail the young mien wearing yevolvers. 
Such a move might break up the picnic be- 
fore it got started, but it would make the 
small fraction of citizens who own no fire. 
arms rejoice and feel that they nad a few 
i longer lease of life bestowed upon 
them.

AMONG the regular causes of death not 
published in the vitai statistics of the census 
reports, the daily papers are called on to re- 
port a certain number of deaths by hanging, 
and so strong is the influence of legal super- 
stition in the judicial mind, that these deaths 
always occur on Friday inthis country.

the change of the moon before getting his 
hair cut. Itis remarkable that in this coun- 
try which boasts of its superiority to such 
ideas, the Friday idea still lingers in the ju- 
dicial mind. There is supposed to be some 
religious association in it, some connection 
between the crucifixion of the Savior and 
the hanging of a malefactor, but the connec- 
tion has never been explained with judicial 
clearness, and Friday is still ‘“‘whangman’s 
day” in spite of the reasons which clamor 
for a change. 


Tue recent army defa/cations have stirred 
the authorities up at Washington, and we 
hear that they are going todo something to 
prevent gambling in thearmy. This is not 
a Lardthing to do, yetitis impossible to do 
it under the present system of army edu- 
cation. The system of discipline at West 
Point, stupid, antiquated, narrow-minded 
and tyrannical, based on the idea of brute 
force and despotism, is the chief cause of 
that moral weakness, of that lack of 
strength and fibre which makes our young 
officers an easy prey to this insidious vice. 
That gambling prevails in the army, that 
it is the chief solace in the out-post 
anti the cherished amusement in the 
barracks and at headquarters, is a 
sad truth, which is mournfully admitted by 
all who know anything of army life. Yet 
gambling, which is almost universal among 
the graduates of West Point, is a)Jmost un- 
known among the graduates of Yale and 
Harvard, and the reason of the difference 


ing. In our civil colleges young men are 
taught to respect themselves and control 
themselves, and are allowed full liberty of 
action, with the full knowledge that their 
miscondact will forfeit the advantages 
they enjoy. In West Point the future officer 
is treated like a baby, and the man who next 
year will be put in command of grown men 
is this year put ® bed by the faculty, and is 
not supposed to have discretion enough to 
get his shoes blacked. If gamblingis to pe 
abolished in the army, West Point must be re- 
constructed.

The vote in the Southern Presbyterian General 
Assembly, in session at Lexington, Ky., is very 
significant, and may need some explanation in 
its bearing upon “fraternal relations.”

A black brigand- 
ish mustache covers a mouth that would not 
materially improve his looks if it were éx- 
posed. In addition to these points Peppina 
is hunchbacked, while his crural beauty is 
seriously marred by a k-leg. So much for 


the groom. The bride, Mrs. Ellen Tray, nee 
King. is a,colored lady of the deepest dye. 
She wore a derby hat that had apparently 
been used to support a brick house at one 
time. This was secured against cyclones by a 
stringy veil of a cross between hunters’ 

reen, elephants’ breath and sun color. Mrs. 

‘ray’s facial beauty was seriously impaired 
by scars, one of which extended from. the 
apex of the right cneek bone to the chin, and 


was bisected by another across_ her 
well developed upper lip..

BURIED IN A TOMB. 


An Experience that Whitened the Hair 
of an English Surgeon in One Night, 
From the Cleveland Herald. 

Yesterday a reporter was. introduced to 
Dr. Francis McGrew, a surgeon inthe Eng- 
lish gf and whois attached to Her Ma- 
Jesty 's ousehold Guards. 

The doctor is a fine, soldierly-appearing 
gentleman, apparently about thirty-two or 
thirty-three years old. A strikjng feature 
about is . appearance, however. is 
the fact that his thick, curling, 
tresses are as whi as ss Show, 
a state of atfairs which would be natnrall 
looked for in an octogenarian, but whic 
seems strangely out of keeping in a man not 
vet middle-aged. During the course of an 
interesting conversation, the reporter made 
boid to ask the medical gentleman to what 
cause or causes might be ascribed his pre- 
mature silvery locks. The doctor’s reply 
embodied such a thrilling experience that 
the reporter will endeavor to reproduce it as 
pe as possible for the benefit of the 
Herald readers. 

‘In the early fall of ’71,” began the doc- 
tor, *“‘I commenced my first term of medical 
lectures at the Royal College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, in Dublin. At the end of the 
first month myself and three fellow-students 
were sent for by the Professor of Anatomy 
who informed us that he had just received 
word from a medical friend of his, living in 
the country, that he had recently lost a 
case “which was of such a compii- 
cated nature that it had been im- 
possible to successfully diagnose it, and 
that he wished the Professor would send 
down some of his students and have them 
quietly remove the body from its tomb and 
convey it to the college at Dublia, where a 
thorough t-mortem examination might 
first be made of it, then afterward used for 
dissecting purposes. = 

“Our page| was immediately taken 
with the idea, and determined that, if — 
ble, he would get possession of the subject. 
With that endin view he had sent for my- 
self and the others, and, after briefly giving 
us directions how to proceed in the rather 
hazardous undertaking, he requested us to 
make our arrangements so as to leave for 
the country on the morrow. Myself and 
companions were all of us rather dare-devil 
young fellows, and, consequently, it was 
with much the same feeling we would have 
had at the prospect of a day’s good shooting 
that we boarded the cars in the early morn- 
ing, bound for a small town in County 
Wicklow, where the Professor’s friend re- 
sided. In due time we arrived at our desti- 
nation, and succeeded without much difficul- 
ty in finding the doctor, to whom we hada 
note of introduction. 

“After spending arather pleasant after- 
noon in rambling around the country we par- 
took of a substantial supper, and as soon as 
the shades of night were thick and dark 
enough we set out on our journey to the vil- 
lage graveyard, distanta mile or so to the 
north of town. Arrived at the ‘city of the 
dead,’ we were enabled very speedily, from 
instructions we had received. to locate the 
grave which was to receive our attention. 
The tomb was a curiously COnstructed affair, 
the like of which I have never seen in this 
country; it was more after the style ofa 
huge, square stone bex than any- 
thing else I can think of the side 
walls being sunk into the earth, say a 
distance ot four or five feet, and raised 
above the level of the ground about a foot; 
the-top consisted of one immense stone slab 
which would weigh at least a ton and a half. 
Of course the first thing for us todo was to 
by some means or other raise the top from 
otf the pecnliarly constructed crypt. ‘To our 
minds it seemed a rather formidable 
undertaking, and for a short time we 
were tempted to give up the task, but our 
pride came to the rescue, and_ s3s0, 
at last, we went earnestly to work. Taking 
some large crowbars, which we had fortu- 
nately provided ourselves with, we endeay- 
ored to insert them between the top pieces 
and upright ones; at first without a particle 
of success, but at length managed to insert 
the end of one of the bars. Even such slight 
progress as this encouraged us, and we kept 
working away until finally we had an aper- 
ture made of about ten inches. Exhausted by 
our exertions we Galled a halt to rest and 
deliberate. 

‘*The result of our deliberations was that 
one of us must crawl into the vault, take the 
body from the coffin, and raise it up to the 
opening, so that the others might remove it 
out into the open air, and deposit it in the 
large sack which we had_considerately pro- 
vided for its reception. I, being the small- 
est and most agile in the party, was selected 
to enter the vault. While inwardly quak- 
ing with fear, yet I couldn’t well ask to be 
eucused ; and so, screwing up my courage to 
the sticking point, I carefully squeezed 
myse into the gloomy charnel-house 
and cautiously glet myself down to the 
bottom... The opening at the top was so 
small that buta faint streak of light was 
visible, and so it Was some little time before 
Icould distinguish any thing at all. At 
length Imade out where the coffin rested, 
and very soon thereafter had the lid pried 
up andthe body removed from _ the casket 
and laid on the bottom of the vault, and was 
about to raise it up preparatory to having it 
lifted qut, when crash! down came the huge 
siab on top and left me buried alive, with no 
other companions but the inanimate clay be- 
tore me, and the green lizards and slimy rep- 
tiles which infested the place. 

*‘My astonishment and amazement were so 
great at first that 1 was scarcely conscious of 
the horrible plight 1 was in. My first thonght 
was that the boys had let the top piece down 
just to give me a little scare, and then, ag it 
was not speedily raised again, I thought per- 
haps it was an accident; that the preps with 
which they were holding the bulky slab up 
were suddenly broken, or something of that 
kind; butas the minutes rolled by and no re- 
lief seemed imminent, I grew sick with de- 
spair and convulsed with dreadful agony. I 
called aloud, only to be mocked with the 
echoes of my own voice. In frantic despera- 
tion | beat against the rocky sides with my 
naked fists until they were bleeding and sore. 

‘The cold prespiration stood out all over 
my body, and my limbs quaked and trem- 
bied as my horrid situation dawned upon me 
inall its dreadful reality. Each moment 
seemed an hour, andin the fearful silence 
of the damp tomb the rapid pulsations of 
my heart sounded as distinct as the ticki 
of aclock. The air was close and foul, an 
at every breath it seemed as thou h the 
noxious vapors would suffucate me. In one 
corner of my loathsome habitation I could 
just see through the dense darkness\the 
corpse wiih which 1 shared a charnel 
house. To add to my horror, 1 felt 
a reptile of some kind crawling u 
one of my limbs, and, and, parralyzed wit 
the accumulated terrors which surrounded 
me, | swooned away, and only regained con- 
sciousness again when I felt a breath of 
iresh air fanning my brow. Languidly 
opening my eyes, I collected my scattered 
senses as best i could, and looked in the di- 
rection whence the ray of light came, and to 
my joy discovered that the top had again 
been raised. Straining every nerve I could 
hearalow muttered conversation, and the 
noise made in prying up the siab. 

“Not knowing or caring who my liberators 
might be, | warily crept toward the opening 
until I we reached a point just under it, 
when I leaped and caught on the top of the 
side wall, and with a cry of thankfulness 
and joy, drew myself out once more into the 
pure air of heaven. At the first glimpse of 
me, the parties who had unwittingly aided 
me to effect my escape, stood as if transfixed, 
and then, with cries of amazement, took to 
their heels and were speedily out of sight.

The general committee,representing Frank 
P. Biair Post, No. 1, Gen. Lyon Post, No. 2, 
and F. Hassendeuhel Post, No. 13, G. A. R., 
have completed all arrangements for the ob- 
servane of Memorial Day, May 30, by 
the Grand Army of the Republic, 
at the National Cemetery, Jefferson Bar- 
racks. The steamer Centennial has been 
chartered for the exclusive use of the com- 


rades of G, A. R., their families and friends. 
The following programme for the obsery- 
ance of the day has been adopted: 

The posts,wil assemble at their respective 
halis, whence they wil! march to the hall of 


Sixth street, so asto reach there at 1p. m. 
sharp, when the column will be formed un- 
der the command of Post Commander Nel- 
son Cole, of Post No.1. The Pensioners’ 
Union having signitied a desire to partici- 
vate, will form on the left of the column. 
I'he column, preceded by the Arsenal Band, 
will march north to Olive street, east to 
Fifth street, north to Washington avenue, 
east to Fourth street, south to Locust street 
and east tothe riveron board the steamer 
Centennial, which will leave at 1:50 p. m. 
Each comrade will carry a basket of flowers. 
On arrival at Jefferson barracks, about 3 p. 
m., the comrades will march to the U.S. 
Parade Grounds, where they wili be received 
by Col. Albert G. Brackett, U.S. A., and his 
conmand, while the National Salute of 38 
guns is being fired by his orders. ‘They will 
then march under the escort of the U.S. 
troops to National Cemetery, where the 
special services prescribed by the Ritual of 
the Grand Army ofthe Repubtic will take 
place as follows:

Cox Preparing for a Very Hot 
Fight With Randall.

Ben Butterworth and the Ohio Governors 
ship--A Man Who Kicked Another in 
the Interest of Civil Service Reform-- 
Consular Reports and Their Value. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 0°!> 
WASHINGTON, May 24.—The Consular re- 
ports upon trade abroad in its bearings upon 
American industries and commetce, which 
the State Department Bas been quietly isuing 
for the past two years, are attracting a good 
deal of attention abroad. The British Gov- 
ernment has just applied, through its repre- 
sentatives here, for information as to the 
method. by which the State Department 
gathers and summarizes this matter. The 
German Government is now operating a 
system simuar to the one now in use here, 
and other nations are also giving the matter 
attention with thought of adopting it. The 
American system of Consuls and Ministers 
abroad is so thorough and complete and the 
commercial world so thoroughly covered by 
it, that the mass of information these men 
may obtain and the suggestions they may 
offer can but be very valuable. To begin 
with, there ang as representatives of the Gov- 
ernment inall the great nations, men of 
national reputation,such as Minister Morton, 
at Paris; ex-Attorney-General Taft, at Vien- 
na; Minister Fish, at Brussels; John Russell 
Young, at Pekin, China; James Russell Low- 
ell, at London, and ex-Secretury Hunt, at 


St. Petersburg, who, if they do not 
Imake reports in person on matters 
of this nature, may aid others 


materially by their advice and information, 
Then there are nearly one thousand con- 
sul-generals, consuls, vice-consuls, depart- 
ment consuls and cousular agents and com- 
mercial agents, and the thorough manner in 
which the commercial world is covered by 
them is quite astonishing. Of course all the 
cities of any prominence have their consuls 
and vice-consuls. ‘Then come sinaller ones, 
of which we veccasionally hear, and their 
places seldom if ever heard of in the}{com- 
mercial communities here, but all of which 
are liable to develop a desire for American 
commerce or afford some valuable informa- 
tion to American manufacturers or mer- 
chants. Itis from these sources that the 
monthly publicytions of the State Depart- 
ment are made up, and it is the system 
by which the work is performed so thorough- 
ly about which tne British Government has 
been asking. 
THE OHIO GOVERNORSHIP. 
_ Fred Steigelman’s letter to parties living 
in Washington regarding Ben Buiterworth 
and the gubernatorial nomination creates a 
good deal of interest here. Fred was a sort 
of private seoretary to Butterworth during 
the last Congress, and is pretty close to him 
on all matters of this sort. While Fred’s 
personal views would count for more than 
those of a good many others, there is reason 
to believe that the sentiments expressed in 
his letter are really those entertained by 
Butterworth himself. It has been generally 
believed here that Ben, after his ap- 
pointment to conduct the political cases 
in Seuth Carolina, would not care 
to go into a fight of this kind, as these cases 
are supposed to be gd prgmtanie and 
likely to require a good deal of attention. 
it seems otherwise, however, for Steigelman 
says in his letter that Butterworth, wuile he 
is not ry nomination, would not re- 
fuse it if tendered him, but on the contrary 
would go in fora strong fight to win. He 
then goes on to say that Ben is stout with 
the Germans, and stands well with every- 
body and that he really is the most available 
candidate. Read ‘‘between the lines,’ by 
those who know Fred and Ben, it is inter- 
preted as meaning that the bold Benjamin 
really wants to be Governor of Ohio. More 
than that,it is delieved that with this shrewd 
“flyer” putout at this auspicous moment, 
when the party is really hunting for an 
available candidate, Ben stands a pretty 
good show for the nomination. A Quaker 
and a favorite with the people who want a 
sacred Sabbath, he is yet recognized by the 
whisky men and the Germans as having 
fought for what they considered their just 
demands in Congress. Not a “Stalwart,” 
{ he has the warm support of the present Ad- 
ininistration and would be aided by it in 
every legitimate form. While Mr. Pendle- 
ton is claiming much credit as a civil service 
reformer, Butterworth has also claims, for 
did he not knock a man through a glass door 
for coming to him to demand money for elec- 
tion purposes, and that, too, long before 
there was a “Civil Service” law? 
THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

The announcement that Sammy Cox has 
purchased a $30,000 house on Dupont Circle, 
near Biaine’s inagnificent home, and is pre- 
paring to entertain handsomely is in- 
terpreted here as meaning that he is in the 
Speakership fight to stay, and that the tri- 
angular contest is going to be a very hot one. 
Shere is not the best of feeling between the 
two Samuels in this fight, for each one seems 
to be a little inclined to charge the other 
with unfairness, and nobody need be sur- 
prised to see them get to calling really hard 
names before itis vver. Meanwhile Cariisle 
seems to be gaining ground. -Randall and 
Cox are both active, and if Carlisle is doing 
any work it has not appeared on the surface. 
It is whispered here that possibly Carlisle, 
after getting home and feeling the public 
pulse there, has concluded that it woula be 
easier to gu to the Senate than to the Speak- 
er’s chair, and that six years there would be 
preferable to two years of turmoil as keeper 
of a bear garden.

England’s Patron Saint Represented as 
a Fraudulent Contractor. 
From the London Truth. 


Several correspondents write to ask me 
whence I derivemy knowledge that our pa- 
tron saint was. a fraudulent contractor. 
From Gibbon, chap. xvii. ‘The following is 
the passage: 

“George, from his parents or his education 
surnamed the Cappadocian, was born in 
Epiphania, in licia, in a fuller’s shop. 
From this obsctre and servile origin he 
raised himself by the talents of a parasite; 
and the patrons whom he assiduously flat- 
tered procured for their worthless dependent 
a lucrative commission, or contract, to sup- 
ply an army with bacon. His employment 
Was mean; he rendered it infamous. tie ace 
cumulated wealth by the basest acts of 
fraud and corruption; but his malversations 
were so notorious that George was compelled 
to escape from justice.” 

To this Gibbon appended the following 
sneering notes: 

“The life and death of George of Cappa- 
docia are described by Ammianus, Gregory 
Nazianzen and Epiphanius. The invectives 
of the two saints might not deserve much 
credit, unless they were confirmed by the 
testimony of the cool and impartial intidel.’’ 

After his speculation in bacon, George be- 
came an Arian, and was made Archhishop of 
Alexandria. He turned out an exceptionally 
bad bishop. Atlength he was imprisoned 
for his numerous misdeeds; but the people 
broke open the prison-doors, dragged him 
out and killed him. ‘Thus “the odious 
stranger assumed the mask of a martyr and 
a Christian hero; and the infamous orge 
of Cappadocia has been transformed into 
the renowned St. George of England, the 
patron of arms, of chivalfy and of the 
Garter.” 

George was first recognized as a martyr by 
Pope Gelasius A. D. 494, his good works be- 
ing, in the words of his Holiness ,‘*Deo mag- 
isquam hominibus noti.”” They became gen- 
erally known and admired in the sixth cen- 
tury, when he was revered in Palestine and 
Armenia, and in Rome, Treves, and other 
European towns. His fame in England fol- 
lowed the Crusades. George hada special 
hatred of St. Athanasius. ‘The fight between 
St. George and the Dragon is based upon a 
dispute between the Archbisop of Alexan- 
dria and St. Athanasius.

Its Origin—Cost of Its Entertainments— 
Number of Members—Special Features 
in Some of Their Thirty-Five Perform- 
ances—Members Who Have Adopted 
the Stage as a Profession--The Artistic 
Programmes. 


With the presentation of the comedy of 
““Sehoo!,”’ on Monday of this week, the Mc- 
Cullough Dramatic Club closed the 
season of 1882-83. ‘The season 
has been successful over others 
in a degree that shows a steady growth in 
dramatic excellence, and an increasing emi- 
nence in the estimation af the intelligent, 
critical and cultured people in 
the city. In any history of the local 
amateur stage, the work of this justly 
popular dramatic organization must play 4 
prominent part. Its worlghas been signal- 
ized by thorougness and earnest endeavor, 
and its performances by a finish and 
elegance of appointment that approaches 
in kind the best professional stage effects. 
Few similar clu!s can point to a better rec- 
ord during five years of existence. 

THE M’CULLOUGH CLUB 

took its name from St. Louis’ favorite 
tragedian, and was organized Sept. 25, 1878, 
with twenty active and 200 inactive members.

Under the management of these gentle- 
men the club has accomplished splendid re- 
sults in the amateur field. -It has given 
altogether during its existence thirty-five 
entertainments, which have all been more 
or less artistic and financial successes, 
and during the past season seven entertatn- 
ments have been given of the highest order 
of amateur dramatic excellence. During 
the season severa! notable events have oc- 
curred in the history of the club. One 
of these was its first essay 
in the field of tragedy by 
the production of Louis XI, in which, to use 
a slang phrase, the club did itself proud and 
surprised even its friends by the adinirable 
handling of rather difficult and ambitious 
parts.

In thus endeavorin 
to enhance the perfection and richness o 
the mountings, the club has produced new 
aecenic effects never before attempted on the 
stage of the Pickwick, such as the transfor- 
mation scene in “The Cricket on the

THE BULLS BLOWING. 


The ‘Lucky Speculators on *Change— 
Fortunes Made rhis Week on W heat. 


The Exchange members who frequent the 
Call Board and the “grain pit,” those who 
are variously termed operators in futures, 
speculators and ‘‘the boys,” have hada high 
old time of it during the past week. An ex- 
cited and rapidly advancing wheat market, 
that terminatea yesterday ina perfect wild 
whirl of excitement. An immense amount 
of trading; watching their own trades and 
theircustomers’, and keeping their margins 
up to high water mark, kept then about as 
busy as they ever care about being. The 
advance has been an extraordi- 
nary one. Last Saturday wheat was 


oing begging at around $111 for August. 
$112 for September, $112% for October, 
and $110 for the year options, and on 
the following Monday June was down to 
$111% and Suly to $112%. At the close of 
yesterday’s market June Wuy worth $120, 
July. $120%, August $121%, Sep- 
tember $122%, October $125 and year 
$119. These prices show advance: of from 
8e to over 12c. The amount of trading in fut- 
ures during the five days ending yesterday, 
was something immense, and the largest 
ever known in tie history ot this market. 
The totalsales must have run somewhere 
near twenty million bushels. 


Iz last Monday’s Post-DIsPATCH com- 
mercial columns the remark was made that 
it looked very mnuch as though a crop scare 
was shaping itself in wheat. This predic- 
tion has been fully carried out. It was a 
crop scare that run the market upinthe way 
it did. St. Louis has taken the lead in this 
advance. This “market led in the advance 
of 1881, when there was a short crop in 
wheat, and it is doing the same in 1883, with 


another short crop in prospect. In prospect 
will hardly cover it. The short crop isa 
dismal fact. ‘There were a good manv bears 
in this market la-t week. ast night it was 
impossible to find one. Sunday’s frost and 
the cold weather following put the finishing 
tonches to those who wavered in their belief, 
and it effectually converted ali those 
who were in  hepes of a favor- 
able outcome for the cfop. A converted 
bear makes the most rampant of bulls. A 
bull can never be changed to a bear, but a 
bear can change his ideas with wonderful 

uickness, and then the longest-horned 
‘Texan steer that roams tie plains is not a 
marker to him for fierceness and sky-scraping. 
(nis revolution in the minds of some of 
the, at one time, worst bears on the floor is 
one thing that gives such strength to some 
of the weaker vessels—the timid speculator. 
“When I see such men as Billy and Charley 
Orthwein, Stanard, Kautiman, and Jake 
Ewald bulls on the market, I think that is 
the right side for me,’’ remarked an opera- 
tor; and his remarks were endorsed by 
others standing near. 


ANY one who keeps posted on the grain 
markets knows that last week was one of 
extreme depression and of steadily sinking 
values. The weather was fine, the reports 
comingin from the country were more en- 
couraging regarding wheat prospects, and 
the bear crowd jubilant. The change in the 
weather sent. the crowd to the right-about, 


and they commenced covering. By close of 
Thursday the biggest shorts, those who had 
wheat sold, had nearly all bought out. The 
Culver Commission Company got all their 
short customers out by Thursday by hard 
scratching, and put them on the right side 
of the fence. So did W. T. Anderson & Co. 
and other leading houses here who were on 
the wrong side. Moses Fraley, who tele- 
graphed down fiom Chicago Satur- 
day: “For heaven’s sake don’t 
let July wheat go any lower 
until I sell some more,” did a lightning 
change from the short to the long side, and 
escaped with no worsé consequence than the 
feeling of » having run against a buzz-saw 
in full motion and saved his sca!p, but lost 
his coat-tails. There were others not so 
fortunate, and one smail concern paid the 


ore ge of remaining short by losing all the 
ittle capital it had. This was the only 
failure reported by close of Friday, but

The next largest long is reported to 
be Henry Dieckmann, with over half a mil- 
lion bushels; John J. White, with nearly that 
amount, and John White. by the way, 
isthe happiest man on top of the green 
earth to-day. He can’t meet me without 
saying, ‘““My dear boy, do come out and take 
a drink,”” which invitation ts, of course, re- 
fused. The big line of long wheat, how- 
ever, is und. ubtedly, held by the 
firm of Fath, Ewald & Co. They 
hold now, 4,000,050 bushels, bought at 
prices far below those ruling now. About 
4wo-thirds of this is bought for country cus- 
tomers. A large number of these customers 
are country millers located at points adjacent 
to St. Louis, who, finding they will not have 
wheat enough grown in their section to grind 
into fllur, have bought here at what they 
considered iow prices. The other third of 
this 4,000,000 belongs to—well I don’t know, 
but from the beaming countenance of Presi- 
dent Ewald, 1 am _ inclined to think 
that he does know. But, while there 
are none others who hold the 
lines of long wheat that those do who are no- 
ticed above, yet there are a large’ number 
who have from fifty .to two hundred and 
fifty thousand lots. D. P. Grier, Wes Rick- 
art, the Orthwein Brothers, E. O. Stanard, 
John Tracy, Ed.

FIELD, FORT AND FLEET. 


How the Gun-Boats Passed island No. 
10—A Desperate Exploit, 
From the Detroit Free Press. 


Foote could flank Island No. 10 with his 
light draught transports, and Pope now had 
ferriage from bank to bank, but without 
some of the gunboats below to protect Pope 
that general was liable to disaster. ‘The 
armed boats must go by the regular channel, 
and they must run the gaontlet of such a fire 
as had never before been concentrated upon 
such a space. 

A DESPERATE ENTERPRISE. 

One night about the 1st of April a band of 
fifty Federals left the fleet under cover of 
darkness, bent upon such a te gyre under- 
taking as is seidom planned outside the 
reaims of fiction. Every gun which Foote 
could disabie before his fleet was called upon 
to push down increased his chances of suc- 
cess, and this little band of men started out 
with the intention of landing on the island 
and spiking as many guns as possible before 
being discovered. 

The Confederates had a picket boat out to 
discover and check any such attempt, buton 
this night the darknes was intense, the rain 
was falling steadiiy, and when the lightning 
came it was so vivid that men Were biinded 
for the moment. The Federal launches from 
the fleet passed within -100 feet of the picket 
buat without discovery, and made a suc- 
cessful land ng upon the island. The first 
guns were planted about 350 feet from the 
head of the island, and the ground be- 
tween was covered with small bushes, rank 
rrass and weeds, aud considerably broken. 
setween the landing spot and the guus were 
two or three low spots full of water, and an 
attack from this direction did not seem 
probable. 

DISCOVERY. 

The Confederate sentinels’ were strung 
along theditch in froutof the battery, cow- 
ering in the storm and hearing nothing but 
the war of the elements. Had the party of 
Federals halted and sent three or four men 
forward, the smaller number could have 
passed the sentinels and perhaps had plenty 
of time to spike every gun. But the 
bolder plan of marching the whole 
command straight up to the ditch and 
into it was adopted, and a flash of lightning 
betrayed them to a sentinel. His musket 
had scarcely sounded the alarm before it was 
taken up all around the battery. Then, in 
the midst of a furious storm, the thunder 
making the island tremble, and the lightning 
striking trees along the river almost every 
moment, the Federals dashed into the bat- 
tery itseif. Muskets wele cracking and men 
shouting, and it was a situation to try the 
nerve of the bravest man living. 


SPIKING THE GUNS. 

Every fifth man in the command was pro- 
vided witha supply of rat-taé@ files, to be 
driven into the veuts of the guns and broken 
off. The Federats had come for a certain 
purpose—the Confederates could not deter- 
mine at once what that purpose was, and 
were naturally surprised and confused by 
the sudden attack. One writer says that 
seven guns were spiked; another says five; 
athird says thatonly one large pivot gun 
was disabled. Confederate$ on duty in the 
battery at the time agree that four guns 
were so thoroughly spiked that they were 
rend-red useless for gree or four days, or 
until the broken files cOuld be drilled out. 

After the first moment'of surprise the Con- 
federates rallied and began an attack which 
forced the little band out of the battery, 
leaving three or four dead and 4s many pris- 
ouers. Three or four others were wounded 
in making their way tothe boats, and two 
who became separated from the command 
and did not reach the boats, were made pris- 
oners next day. It was an exploit full of 
nerve and daring, but the results were with- 
out real value to Foote. Had the entire bat- 
tery been disabled he was not ready to send 
his gun-boats down that night, ana the ai- 
tick served to put the Confederates on the 
watch for his real movement. 

RUNNING THE GAUNTLET. 


If Foote could get two or three gun-boats 
below the Island he could control the situa- 
tion. He hoped that a favorable night would 


; ‘enable them topass Without discovery. If 
there were some whose anxious looks, hag- | 


discovered, the orders would be to go ahead 
at full speed and run out of the fire as soon 
as possible. 

The next day after the dash at the battery, 
a Federa. gun-boat was made ready for the 
adventure. Her preparations were not com- 
yleted when the Confederates had the news. 

t was a period of stormy weather and dark 
nights, and the only precaution they could 
take was to keep a picket-boat out to dis- 
cover and signal any movement. Bonfires 
had been prepared ou the slores, but the 
rain had given them a thorough soaking and 
rendered them temporarily useless. 

The gun-boat selected for the adventure 
had her vulnerable parts protected with 
baled hay, timbers, chains and hawsers, and 
was to push through without answering a 
shot. When all was ready, as a further pro- 
tection, a barge loaded with hay was made 
fast to one side and a barge loaded with coal! 
to the other. The hay was piled high and 
secured with ropes and chains, and the pilot- 
house of the gun-boat was the only portion 
of the craft exposed. 

_ It was another wild night when the gun- 
boat cast loose to run the gauntlet. In addi- 


_ tion to the darkness there was again a war 


in the heavens, and the wiud blew in a way 
to Inaxe an uproar in the tree-tops. The 
Confederates had sentries posted all along 
the islaud, fearing another lauding by the 
Federals. It is given as a matter ot history 
that the boat betrayed herself by the soot in 
her chimneys catching fire. She was discov- 
ered by the Confederate picket-boat while 
still haif a mile above the island, and several 
vain attempts were made to fire rockets to 
warn the batteries. When these could not 
be ignited, owing to the terrific rain, the 
pickets discharged muskets and revolvers 
and thus gave the alarm. 
UNDER FIRE. 


_Acanoe floating down that channel in day- 
light would have been knocked to pieces tn 
no time. A gu -boat rushing ahead in the 
darkness was quite another thing. She dis- 
played no lights, fired no gufis, and could be 
seen only when a flash of lightning revealed 
her situation. Every gun which would bear 
was fired as fast as possible, not so much in 
the expectation of disabling the gun-beats 
as =—s With the intention of de- 
terring the remainder of the fleet 
from following” after. Most of the shot, 
as afterward traced, were fired too high. 
Numbers of line shots screamed directly 
over the boat and her barges and flew into 
the woods, while others plunged into tbe 
river 80 close as to throw water clear over 
the hay-barge., Only three shots from the 
island batteries hit the barge. One shell en- 
tered the hay a distance of eight feet with- 
out exploding. A solid shot carried away a 
part ofa bale at the stern. Anoiher shell! 
a bale off the top and cut a heavy chain 
0, 

On board the gun-boat not a voice was 
heard except that of the executive officer. 
She had to feel her way along by the flashes 
of aoates and of the Confederate guns, 
and her progress was not more than half- 
speed. Had she touched the bottom to hang 
for only two minutes, the time would have 


been long enough to concentrate such a fire 
as would have sunk her. ee 2$ 

I was lately conversing with a Confederate 
officer who-was in the torpedo service durin 
the war, and he gave it as his opinion tha 
the channel at Island No. 10 offered the 
best chance the Confederates ever 
had of disabling a fleet of gun- 
boats, but the torpedo was then an ex- 
periment and none were to be had. At one 
spot, for a period of twenty days, the chan- 
nel was not over eighty feet wide, and four 
or five torpedoes planted in that narrow 
space would have meant destruction to any- 
thing attempting to pass. ‘There was talk 
of obstructing the channel with rafts and 
nets, but nothing ever tame of it. 

A SECOND BOAT. 

Anight or two aiter the first boat passed 
down a second foilowed. There was no storm 
this time, and the night was starlit, but she 
escaped with small injury, aithough the 
Confederates were watching for “her and 
worked every gun which would bear. In 
the first instance the guns were elevated too 
much; inthe second, she was expected to 
follow in the path of the first, which she did 
not, and the guns were depressed too much. 

THE SURRENDER. 

As soon as two of the gun-boats had 
reached Pope he began a movement which 
made the Kentucky shore too hot for the 
Confederates, and their camps were broken 
up and several! regiinents made prisoners. 

This left Gen. MceCa!l on the island witha 
garrison so small and so hemmed in that 
further resistance was useless. The mortar 
fire of the Federals see:wed to improve all at 
once, and more damage was done 4 fe in 
twenty-four hours than had occurred before 
in any week. One bonib which exploded 
inthe midst of a field battery nearlyede- 
stroyed the whole of it, and several of 
the great guns were dismounted or de- 
stroyed in one night’s bombardment. 

There were about sixty cannon, twelve or 
fifteen fieid pieces, considerable fixed ammu- 
nition and thirty or forty horses on both 
island and shore, and no small arms were 
captured except as prisoners were taken. 
What tents and provisions fell into Federal 
hands were not worth removal. 

Finding that he could no longer hold the 
position even against the fleet, and that he 
was likely to be attacked by infantry in 
boats, Gen. McCalil surrendered the small 
remnant of his forees and all the public 
property in his charge. This opened sixty 
miles more of the Mississippi to Foote, ad 
he steained down to find another obstruction 
at Forts Wright and Pillow.

FEMALE MODELS, 


The Wife of a Chicago Merchant Poses 
asa Moorish Slave, 
From the Chicago Herald. 

*Are there any professional models in 
Chiecago?”” asked a Herald reporter of a 
prominent local artist. 

“IT know of only one—a man,” was the re- 
ply. ‘“‘He is an odd character, not quite 
soundin his mind, and is an indifferent 
model. The Academy of Design generally 
has a man or Woiman to pose before its life 
classes, and a number ofartists have private 
subjects who sit to then® They are not pro- 
fessionals, however, in the sense in which 
the term is usedin New York and Europe. 
The patrronage of artis not sufficiently 
large yet to inake this city adesirable home 
for artists and the lazzaroniof their craft. 
But considerable figure work is done here. 
Modeis foritare secured in a variety of 
ways.” 

‘*Mention a few.”’ 

“Well, did you ever notice the swarm of 
Italian bootbiacks and newsboys on -the 
streets? They have beautiful faces, some of 
them idyllic in their dusky loveliness. With 
their coal black hair and wonderful eyes, 
regularity of feature and blend:ng of rich 
colors in their countenances, almost any one 
ofthem selected at random isa fine subject 
for the artist’s brush. They possess the ar- 
tistic instincts of the Latins and fall natu- 
rally into the spirit of the idea they embody 
while before the easel. As for femaie 
models, they are difhcult to eggs Ar- 
tists who work alone secure their subjects 
in their own way. In classes quite often 
the students induce their giri friends to p»se 
for the novelty of it. Such models, how- 
ever, are irreguiar. One sitting is enough 
forthem. When a pretentious picture is on 
the easel it is. of course, essential that the 
same model be used until-it is completed. 
The artist to whom is entrusted the task of 
finding her usually has hard work of 
it 


“Do vou ever receive applications 
from women to pose?” 

“Oh, yes; not infrequently. They are like 
the applicants to enter the lists of a con- 
gress of beauty—usually unfit. 

‘They rarely understand whatis required 
of them, and if they attend one sitting it is 
the last; they fail toreturn. The vanity of 
women is something remarkable. 1 haa an 
application for Phyrne. She was as unlike 
the idea of the beautiful courtesan as any- 
thing the imagination could conceive. Forty 
years old, homeiy, with a bad figure and un- 
graceful carriage, she thought herseif quite 
capable of representing the glowing young 
girl Whose beauty drove Athens wild. A 
certain variety actress stood before the Acad- 
einy life class fora time. She was suificient 
of a professional to place a shaw! about her 
shoulders and descend from the dais during 
the rests and go among the students criticis- 
ing their work.” 

“How are models paid?” 

**Not over well. I'wodollars an hour is 
about all. Sometimes she has to rely on the 
generosity of the class, and as art students 
are Bohewiian in their pecuniary affairs, ber 
accumulation of wealtu on these occasions 1s 
not large.” 

‘Is not the labor of modelling severe ?”’ 

“It is very hard physical work, and very 
trying to a woman inother ways. ‘lo stand 
perfectly motionless for any length of time 
requires a great effort.” 

“How about the ordeal to her modesty?’ 
“It is cousiderable, but she is before art- 
ists.’ 

‘“‘And men,” the repoater suggested. 

Weill,” his informant continued, hesitat- 
ingly, ‘““Ladmit that there isa good deal of 
nonsense written about the sacredness and 
the entiralling intluence of pure art. A 
beaut:ful woman et puris naturalibus, sur- 
rounded by accessvries which heighten her 
charms is interesting to the visual senses. 

Bat 
never an untoward word is spoken or gross 
action attempted by thein if the professor 
knows his business. It’s agréat trial toa 
woman to appear nude beiore a roomful of 
men.

“What social classdo these female models 
belimg to?” queried the reporter. 

“Not to the lower, certainly. Beauty of 
face and form is not a natural result of 
drudgery. The higher class of American 
ladies are, beyond doubt, the most beautitul 
on earth. Their contours rival those of the 
Venus de Medici. But of course it is not 
possible fora model from this. rank to be 
secured. It is a common impression that 
lust women, or girls lacking in virtuous at- 
tributes, are the unly ones who pose before 
an artist in a nude state. Such a belief is 
incorrect. ‘There is more loveliness among 
the demi-monde of romance than of reai life. 
I have known of girls making a sacrifice, if 
sacrifice it be, of their timidity by necessity, 
or for a noble purpose. The Academy had a 
young girl who posed in order to earn the 
money to continue her musical studies.

y editor of the World, has, itis statea, de- 
termined to sell his pictures. His apartments 
are in the New York university, a great 
monastery ofa building fronting on Wash- 
ington square. The rooms are unique in 
their arrangement, and one of'them, a large 
octagonal apartment, has been admired by 
every artist who has seenit asoneof the 
most perfectly adapted fora small picture 
gallery in the city. Light comes from three

—‘*The Vision of Venice.” Mr. Hulbert re- 
cently confessed that it took ten years of the 
most Uipiomatic negotiation before he could 
induce its former owner to sell. Even then 
he had to conduct a vigorous guerrilla war- 
faron overa hundred other would be pur- 
chasers. This noble canvas alone is worth 
$50,000, and there will be, undoubtedly, a 
great scramble among the millfnaire ama- 
teurs to secure it.

‘This tuey continued to do 
from year to year. 1582, they having pre- 
viously made the acquaintante of the co-re.- 
spondent, the petitioner thought there was 
too much familiarity between Mr. Adye and 
his wife, and remonstrated with her on her 
conduct. She said ail she had done was to 
take luncheon with the lieutenant. ‘The 
husband kept watch, and ultimately discov- 
ered a _ ietter from the co-respondent, 
which was of such a- character 
that he wrote to him, and ac- 
cused him ef availing himself of his 
privileges as a friend to blight his happiness 
for lite.

Will He Be an Improvemeat on the Cas- 
tilian? 
Santa Fe Cor. Boston Herald. 


The people here, as well as those. of all 
northern Mexico, are a plain, simpie, honest 
and fairly energetic race. Until recently 
they have been without ambitions. The 
Government has neglected and often borne 
heavily upon them.- Revolutions, the curse 
of Mexico, have severely torn them, for the 
northern states have had to furnish the bulk 
of the fighting men of the Republic. The 
statesmen, as well as the soldiers, have come 
from Northern Mexico, at least those who 
have shown any breadth of view and desire 
for progress within the last half century. 
So, too, do they represent the Indian strength 
of mind and character, tempered only with 
Spanish politeness,rather than with the pre- 
dominating characteristics of the Castilian 
race. It is thts Indian-Mexican element tet 
is now controlping the Republic and civingtit 
its first advance. They are men of the rug- 
ged qualities of the mountains. Almost 
every name now prominent iu the military 
and civil control of Mexico has the Indian 
blood predominating. It is well to bear this 
in mind in forecasting the future of this 
country, for it will have an important bear- 
ing uponit. Crossing the Castilian upon the 
Indian has a afar better wan than 
the Spaniard. ‘I'kere is a great deal of digni- 
ty, manhood and growth in him, but this 
all belongs to the priimal strain in his veins. 
The politeness and polish of manners found 
among all classes is about all of good the 
Indo-Mexicay has inherited from the Castil- 
ian. ‘The tinge of cruelty, and sometimes 
treachery found in the Mexican is inherited 
from the Spanish masters. ‘There are a thous- 
and times less of it than is laid at their 
doors, and it will disappear altogether as 
they mingle closely in business and social 
life with Americans. They are anything 
but a stupid race. Keen, observant and care- 
ful, they watch their interests with an eye 
single to the main chance, andif a man ex- 
pects to come here and get something for 
nothing, he will find himself greatly mis- 
taken. There is much that is sad in the his- 
tory of this people; they have been oppressed 
and plundered both by church and State un- 
til the active snirit has oeen almost crushed 
out of them. It makes one almost believe in 
the perfection of justice to find that the very 
element that has borne the greatest burdens 
has been the power to throw off the yoke 
and profit by the change that relief from this 
thraidom has brought them; Only the first 
element of improvement is upon them now, 
and yet thereis a wonderful difference. Pride 
and ambition are already apparent. The in- 
dustrial change that is rapidly following is 
sure to arouse them into intelligent action. 
The want of competitionin trade, and the 
lack of comunication between sections has 
been one of the great,barriefs to Mexi- 
can progress. The railroad is*rapidly chang- 
ing this, and besides being the lever of in- 
dustrial progress,it is a civilizing agency, the 
power of which, among these peculiarly 
tempered people, can scarcely be understood 
by those who cannot read it by association 
with them.

A PAINTER’S VENGEANCE. 


Thirty years ago the Belgian painter, 
Antoine Wiertz, was astonishing the artistic 
world by the powerful but extravagant 
roductions which are now exhibited at 

3russels in the museum which bears his 
name. : 

Though his brush was genera:ly occupied 
with classical subjects, or weird allegorical 
designs, such as the ‘ Contest between Good 
and Evil,” he occasionally consented to 
paint portraits. his wasa favor, how- 
ever, which he only accorded to those whose 
physioguomy happened to interest him. It 
may be added that his taste inclined rather 
to the grotesque and eccentric than the 
beautiful. 

One day he received a visit from a certain 
M. van Spach, a notary, who had been seized 
with the desire to have his features perpet- 
uated py the celebrated artist. Maitre van 
Spach—a dry, wrinkled, keen-eyed old 
geutieman, with’ an expression of mingled 
shrewduess and self-inportance—was one 
of tue Wealthiest men in Brussels, and as 
avaricious a8 he was rich; a characteristic 
which had procured him the nickname of 
** Maitre Harpagon.”’ 

Wiertz was aware of his visitor’s failing; 
nevertheless he acceded to his request with- 
out demur. ‘lhe fact was he had been cun- 
quered at firstsight by the oid scrivener’s 
picturesque head. That head was a periect 
treasurg to au artist, with its baid cranium, 
wrinkled forehead, shaggy brows overhang- 
ing the sais piercing eyes, booked nose, and 
thin-lip,ed mouth, which shut hike @ trap. 
Wiertz was lascinated, aud, while nis visitor 
was pompousiy explaining lis wishes, the 
artist Was taking wental note of every line 
and feature.

At leugtn, after much bargaining and 
hesitation, he agreed lo pay three thousand 
traucs ior the portrait, “* frame included ’’; 
and, this being setlied, be rose to take 
leave. 

“When am I to give you the first sitting?’’ 
he inquired, 

*‘inere is no burry,” replied the artist, 
who had bis own inteutions regarding this 
po:itraiu. “I am somewhat occupied just 
now, but will let you kKuow when i have a 
worning at liberty. Aw revoir!” 

The moment his visitur had left the studio 
Wiertz seized palette and brushes, placed a 
fresh Canvas of his ease!, and dashed in the 
outlines of the portrait from memory. He 
painted as if for a wager, while the summer 
daylight lasted; and, thanks to his marvel- 
lous rapidity of execution, when evening 
Cale the pieture Was ail but finished. 

He had represented the oid notary seated 
atatable sirewuo with papers and parch- 
meuts, bis full face turned toward the spec- 
tator. ‘Lhe head was brought out in inaster- 
ly relief against a shadowed background, 
and painted in the artist’s best style; build, 
free, and upconventional, shOWing no signs 
ot its hurried execution.

“Sik: Ll beg to return your extraordinary 
production, Which | cannot suppuse is in- 
tended lor my portrait, as it bears no sort of 
reselmbiance to me. 

“in art, asin everything else, I like to 
have my woney’s worth for my money, and 
ido hot chose to pay you the sum of 3,000 
irancs for one afternoon’s work.

SALA’S START IN LIFE. 


The Foremost Representative of the 
Lighter Side of Modern Journalism. 
From the London Truth. 

There is probably no literary man of the 
present day who is better known than Mr. 
Sala. He is the foremost representative of 
the lighter side of modern journalism, and 
has achieved a unique reputation in that de- 
partment of literature. r. Sala 1s another 
instance of a man of genius who discovered 
his vocatiom by accident, after groping about 
for some time in other directions; only in bis 
case, he might, with fair opportunities, have 
been almost equally successful in other 
walks in life. His versatility is surprising, 
and manifested itself when he was quite a 
poy. His father-was an Italian gentleman, 
who married an English lady well known in 
her day as a charming and accomplished 
singer. Young Sala received his early edu- 
cation at the College Bourbon, at Paris; 
but it should first be noted that 
between the ages of six and nine he 
was afflicted with a _ total blind- 
ness, 80 that at nine he could neither read 
nor write. He has himself borne loving tes- 
timony to the devotion of his sister, who 
cheered this dreary period of his existence 
by reading to him-by the bour. After re- 
maining two years at the College Bourbon he 
was sent to a school at Turnhamgreen, near 
London, chiefly for the purpose of learning 
his mother tongue, of which he was at that 
time almost entirely ignorant. In the course 
of a lively adduess delivered recently at the 
inauguration of a school of art in that neigh- 
borhood, Mr. Sala appropriately related. 
that his earliest artistic effort was an anm- 
bitious design in alto.retievo, intended _ to or- 
nament the facade of his old school, Accord- 
ing to his own account. this juvenile achieve- 
meut did not meet with much appreciation ; 
but itis at least certain that he - was one of 
the most promising pupils of the school, and 
had attained remarkable proficiency in lan- 
guages, drawing, music, and other special 
branches of study. 

Mr. Sala was originally destined fora 
painter, aud at an early age he commenced 
to study art. He was soon forced, however, 
to turn his attention to earning his iivilihood, 
and found the process involved many pain- 
ful vicissitudes. He commenced when stili 
a lad to make political caricatures and pic- 
torial illustrations of passing events in the 
fashion then in vogue. He turned out many 
hundreds of these “‘skirs,”” which found a 
ready sale, and he became a clever draughts- 
mau, lithographer and engraver. But the 
remuneration he received was so insigniii- 
caut that he could scarcely make a living, es- 
pecialiy as his eye-sight, always weak, ua- 
fitted him for this kind of work. For sev- 
erai years, therefore, he followed a strange 
variety of occupations, frequently reaching 
very low water indeed, but never loosing 
his cheeitui self-confidence. He was 
biessed with a buvyant, reckless, 
happy-go-lucky disposition, whieh eabied 
him to enjoy to the utmost a brief gleam of 
prosperity, and bear up against evil times 
with philosophical equanimity. His pencil 
was, inthe main, his chief means of sub- 
sistance, but he tried everything that afford- 
eda prospect of making an income, from 
assistaut to scene-painter and transiator of 
French farces at a London theater to the 
business of an advertising agent, a lecturer 
on life assurance, a music copyist, a partner 
in a balloon, and the proprietor of a patent 
pill. He has been for more than thirty years 
a consistent Liberal, but the advertising col- 
umns of the Times for July, 1850, show him 
to have been the editor of a monthly publi- 
cation called the Conservative Magazine, 
bearing the emiuently conservative motto, 
borrowed from Constantine’s standard- 
bearer, “‘Hic optime manebimns!” ‘This 
rival to Blackwood was, happily, very short- 
lived. At length he gave literature a turn, 
as other things had failed, and this time he 
“struck ile,’ as the Americans say. 

It is said that his article, ‘““The Key of the 
Street,”’ which first brought him into notice 
and attracted the attention of Charles Dick- 
ens, was the outcome of his having had to 
spend the small hours of asummer morning 
in perambulating the streets, after being at- 
cidentally locked out of his house. Atall 
events, it was a turning-point in his life, and 
from that time forwgrd he became a con- 
stant contributor to Household Words; and 
soon made his mark. Mr. Sala tre-ly ac- 
knowledges the deep debt of gratitude he 
owed to Dickens, who, writing to John 
Forster of his latest recruit ‘about this 
time, says: “I find him a very con- 
scientious fellow. When he gets money 
ahead he is not like the imbecile 
youth who so often do the like in Welling- 
ton Street, and walk off; but only works 
more industriously. I think he improves 
with everything he does. He looks sharply 
at the alterations in his articles, | observe, 
and takes the hint next time, Mr. Sala con- 
tinued to be intimately associated with Dick- 
ens until the lattemgfied. Mostof his pub- 
lished works appeafedin Household Words 
and all the Year Round, and Dickens may be 
said to have shaped the destiny of his young 
disciple. Observing, with his usual keenness 
of perception, the bent of young Sala’s gen- 
ius, he urged him to enter the lists of jour- 
nalisin, and watched his progress with deep 
interest. The Daily Telegraph was at that 
time in its eariv youth, and Mr. Sala soun 
became a valued member of the staff.

Forced Labor in Egypt. 
London Globe’s Review of Stuart's Official Report. 


So far as Lower Egypt is concerned, the 
curse of the country is the money-lender. 
Usury is at the bottom of Egyptian ill-being 
and ill-dotng, but the mal-adimninistration of 
justice and the mode of carrying out forced 
labor are likewise powerful elements of mis- 
chief. ‘Tne conditions of forced labor do not 
seem to differ much in the different parts of 
the country. Nowhere dothe laborers re- 
ceive any pay, or food, or _ shelter, 
while their treatment by their 
task-mastérs would seem to be simply bru- 
tal. Mr. Stuart describes the system as he 
saw it in Operation in the province of Keneh, 
in Upper Egypt, wyere a new canal was be- 
ing excavated. _A cut of avout eighteen feet 
in depth had been made through a conglom- 
erate Ol sand and gravel; this was flanked 
right and left by high embankments con- 
structed of the material removed from the 
trench, aud aleng the bottom and on the 
siopes “‘men swarmed thickly, like bees on a 
honey-comb, for a distance of a mile in 
length.’” The entire strength of the im- 
|pressable labor in the province, amounting 
F3 about 40,000 men, was concentrated on 

is work. ‘the men toiled from suurise to 
Sunset, with thermometer at eighty-two de- 
grees in the shade, having only a orief inter- 
val atinidday tor a meal of bread soaked in 
unfiltered Nile water. This, witha similar 
neal before beginning and after leaving off, 
coustituted the day’s dietary. The laborers 
provided their own baskets for carrying the 
excavated soil,and their own tvols, when 
they used any, but most employed their 
fingers. Overseers walked about among 
them, armed with sticks, with which they 
struck the men while they were carrying 
loads upon their heads, often without any 
apparent reason. At night they slept upon 
ihe ground aliost without clothing or shel- 
ter, Lucugh the air was often very cold. Mr. 
Stuart has seen negro si@ves at work in the 
cotton. plantations of Cuba, and the convicts 
at Portiand, aud both were to ve envied, in 
his Opinion, by the Egyptian fellahs.
